help somewhat in that. 


All Christians Must Face the 
Sin Problem 


There are a number of Scrip- 
tures with which we might start. 
One of them is I John 1:8: 


“If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and _ the 
truth is not in us.” 


Again in I John 2:1 the Scrip- 
ture says: 


“My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. 
And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous.” 

Christians still have the prob- 
lem of sin. The Bible makes it 
clear that when one is born again, 
converted, he still has the old 
nature. Do you have a new na- 
ture? Do you now love the things 
you once did not love? Do you 
now love God? Do you now have 
assurance that your sins are for- 
given? Do you now have evidence 
that you are a new creation? If 
so, well and good; but do not fool 
yourself: you still have the old 
nature, too. That is the reason 
Paul said, “O wretched man that 


I am! who shall deliver me. from | }, 


the body of this death?” (Rom. 
7:24). He said, “When I would 
do good, evil is present with me” 
(Rom. 7:21). ‘When I want to 
do right, it is hard.’ Every Chris- 
tian had as well face this. matter 
of sin. Every Christian still sins. 

If you think you do not sin, 
stop and consider the Bible defi- 
nitions of sin. 

The Scripture says, ‘Whatso- 
ever is not of faith is sin” (Rom. 
14:22). Any act you did while you 
had doubt about it was a sin. 

Again, the Bible makes it clear 
that even to cease to pray is sin. 
“Pray without ceasing” (1 Thess. 
5:17). 

“Therefore to him that know- 
eth to do good, and doeth it not, to 
him it is sin” (Jas. 4:17). Every 
time you ever left off a thing you 
knew you ought to do, you sinned. 

Then the Bible says, “The 
thought of foolishness is_ sin” 
(Prov. 24:9). None of us can say 
that we do not sin, and a Chris- 
tian needs to face honestly the 
sin question. 

Those of us who believe in sal- 
vation by grace, who believe we 
are saved not because we work at 
it, not because we are baptized, 
or because we are confirmed, or

because we are a member of a 
church—those of us who believe 
in salvation by grace, salvation 
by the blood of Christ, are likely 
to feel: ‘Well, because we are 
saved we dodge all the penalties 
of sin. Now that we are saved it 
does not matter;- we can get by 
with sin.” There never was a big- 
ger lie told by the Devil. And a 
boy or girl was never fooled by 
a bigger one. You still have to 
face your sins. And there are 
certain things which sin will do 
for a Christian. I want you to 
think about them for a little bit. 


Sin May Continue Its Curse 
on the Body After the 
Soul Is Saved 

First, sin always brings a curse 
on the body. That is just as true 
for a Christian as it is for anybody

The great Caruso, knowing that 
the language of tones. belongs 
equally to all mankind and that 
melody is the absolute language 
in which the singer speaks to hu- 
man hearts, had an artistic temp- 
erament. On a tour to Cincinnati, 
he was exposed to what he con- 
sidered hardships. A Pittsburgh 
hotel expected him to sleep on a 
three-quarter bed, with one mat- 
tress and two pillows, Caruso de- 
manded a double bed, three mat- 
tresses, and eighteen pillows.

The “second causes” of the 
wrong may be full of malice and 
wickedness, but faith never sees 
second causes. It sees only the 
hand of God behind the second 
causes. They are ail under His 
control, and not one of them can 
touch us except with His know- 
ledge and permission. The thing 
itself that happens cannot perhaps 
be said to be the will of God, 
but by the time its effects reach 
us they have become God’s will 
for us, and must be accepted as 
from His hands. 

The story of Joseph is an illus- 
tration of this. Nothing could have 
seemed more entirely an act of 
sin, or more utterly contrary to 
the will of God than his being sold 
to the Ishmaelites by his wicked 
brethren; and it would not have 
seemed possible for Joseph, when 
he was being carried off into 
slavery in Egypt, to give thanks. 
And yet, if he had known the end 
from the beginning, he would have 
been filled with thanksgiving. The 
fact of his having been sold into 
Slavery was the direct doorway 
to the greatest triumphs and 
blessings of his life. And, at the 
end, Joseph himself could say to 
his wicked brethren: “As for you, 
ye thought evil against me, but 
God meant it unto good.” To the 
eye of sense it was  Joseph’s 
wicked brethren who had sent him 
into Egypt, but Joseph, looking

Mother washes and irons, for the 
lovely meals she cooks, for keep- 
ing your home shiny and clean, 
and just for loving you. And Dad 
should be thanked for working 
hard to be able to buy the good 
food and furnish the home for his 
family.

Did you know that the 103rd 
Psalm sets a pattern for us to use 
in thanking God?

holy name. 

“Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits: 

“Who forgiveth all thine iniqui- 
ties; who healeth all thy diseases; 

“Who redeemeth thy life from 
destruction; who crowneth thee 
with lovingkindness and tender 
mereres; 

“Who satisfieth thy mouth with 
good things; so that thy youth is 
renewed like the eagle’s. 

“The Lord executeth righteous- 
ness and judgment for all that are 
oppressed.” 


When I was a child, I remember 
that we had a family contest to 
see who could learn that whole 
Psalm first. We repeated it at the 
breakfast table together; we 
worked on it alone in our rooms 
after school. I remember the great 
joy I felt when I could say the 
whole Psalm by memory. 


It helps each of us to be re- 
minded to thank God for forgiving 
our sins, for keeping us well, for 
delivering us constantly from dan- 
ger, even for the good things to 
eat; a blessing most of us empha- 
size at Thanksgiving. Suppose you 


| make a family project of learning 


these six verses now, and then 
work on the rest of the Psalm 
after the holiday is past. How 
happy I would be to get a note 
from you saying, “Aunt Mary, I 
learned Psalm 103:1-6 by Thanks- 
giving Day and I am working on 
memorizing*the rest.” Or perhaps 
you will want to wait till you have 
memorized all the verses and 
write me. I will be so pleased to 
hear from you!

us to comfort us and love us even 
if they can do nothing to help us 
get well, but lepers had not even 
the comfort of their families near 
them. Perhaps some of their wives 
or mothers sometimes took food 
for them and left it where they 
could find it, but they could never 
go to their own homes to eat with 
their families and to love their 
little children. 


As Jesus came to their town, 
perhaps someone ran ahead to tell 
them that Jesus was coming. All 
the town had heard that this Jesus 
could heal the sick, and that He 
loved everyone, so even a leper 
could have hope. The ten men, all 
lepers, stood a good way back, as 
the law required, and called, ‘“Je- 
sus, Master, have mercy on us.” 
Of course Jesus had compassion 
on them when He saw them. He 
said, ‘Go, show yourselves to the 
priest.” (The law required that 
the priest judge if they were 
healed before they could go home.) 
And as they went to see the priest, 
lo, they were well! And one of the 
men, seeing that he was healed, 
turned back. The Bible tells us 
that he “with a loud voice glori- 


O 
‘ty fied God, and fell down on his 


face at his feet, giving him 
thanks.” Now this man was a 
Samaritan, not a full Jew and 
Jews usually felt only contempt 
for Samaritans, but he alone of 
the ten came to thank Jesus, 


And § Jesus answered him, 
“Weren’t there ten men who were 
cleansed of their leprosy? Where 
are the other nine? No one re- 
turned to thank God but this 
foreigner [stranger |.” 


Then to the happy Samaritan he 
said, ‘Arise, go thy way; go home 
to your family. Thy faith hath 
made thee whole.”

Paulo, Brazil, wrote us March 14 
as follows: 


“Dear Dr. Rice: 

“Enclosed is a check for your 
book, The Coming Kingdom of 
Christ. 

“I have just read parts of Ray 
Summer’s book, Worthy Is_ the 
Lamb, which has been translated 
into Portuguese and is being used 


as a textbook in the Baptist Sem- 


inary in Rio de Janeiro. What a 
tragedy that this. unscriptural, 
symbolic interpretation of the 
Scriptures should be taught these 
Brazilian: ministerial students. I 
know a Brazilian pastor recently 
returned to Brazil from studying 
at Southwestern in Fort Worth, 
and he is strictly of the amillen- 
nial position. 

“We are founding a Bible In- 
stitute near the great city of 
Sao Paulo and our curriculum 
will be similar to that of Moody 
Bible Institute. We intend to de- 
vate an hour a day for an entire 
year to the study of eschatology; 
I believe your book on The Com- 
ing Kingdom of Christ will be of 
inestimable value in this course. 

“Since most seminaries and Bi- 
ble institutes in Brazil include the 
teaching of English, the students 
can study books written in Eng- 
lish. There are very few theologi- 
cal books in Portuguese—mostly 
are in English, German, and Span- 
ish. If you have contact where

Our reader closes his letter with 
this paragraph: 

“Why are you so resentful of 
co-operation? I am praising God 
that the Moody Church and 
Wheaton College are slowly but 
surely becoming more and more 
reconciled to critical Christianity. 
I am happy for interdenomination- 
al Christianity. This does not 
mean organic union. It is my hon- 
est hope and prayer that Protes- 
tantism and the Roman church 
may some day enter into ecumen- 
ical conferences as well as with 
such liberal churches as the Uni- 
arians and Universalists. May 
God’s kingdom some day be unit- 
ed as God means it to be.” 

However, I am not resentful of 
of co-operation with Christians. 
In great revival campaigns I have 
co-operated with Christians from 
many, many denominations and 
Christians from many denomina- 
tions take THE SworD OF THE 
LorD. I do not resent co-operation 
with born-again Christians stand- 
ing for Christ and the Bible. I am 
just against co-operation with 
those who do not believe the Bible 
and with those who are not saved, 
co-operation with the enemies of 
Christ and the Bible. The Bible 
plainly commands, “Have no fel- 
lowship with the unfruitful works 


of darkness, but rather reprove 
them” (Eph. 5:11). The Bible 
commands, “If there come any un- 


to you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your 
house, neither bid him God speed: 
For he that biddeth him God 
speed is. partaker of his evil 
deeds” (II John, verses 10, 11). 
The Bible plainly says, “Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers” (II Cor. 6:14). So I 
am for co-operation with Chris- 
tians. I am not for co-operation 
with unsaved people in spiritual 
matters. I can co-operate with 
parents in a Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation; I can co-operate with 
other grocery buyers in buying 
at a grocery store; but in the 
Lord’s work, I am plainly forbid- 
den to co-operate with those who 
are unsaved. 

Our brother wants Protestant- 
ism and the Roman church to en- 
ter “into ecumenical conferences, 
as well as with such liberal 
churches as the Unitarians and 
Universalists.” Then he says, 
“May God’s kingdom some day be 
united as God means it to be.” 
But Unitarians are not in God’s 
kingdom. They deny the deity of 
Christ, the virgin birth, the blood 
atonement, and every essential 
of the Christian faith. They hold 
the same position of unbelief as 
all the great infidels, Tom Paine, 
Bob Ingersoll, and Voltaire. So do 
modernists who are really Uni- 
tarians in other denominations. 
And why not include the Devil in 
God’s kingdom, if you include ev- 
erybody else who is against Christ 
and the Bible? 

Not a word in the Bible ever 
hints that it is proper for Chris- 
tians to co-operate in spiritual 
matters with unsaved people or 
to put unsaved people in places 
of spiritual responsibility in the 
churches or in Christian institu- 
tions or in Christian revival ef- 
forts.

Isaiah speaks of how God shall 
comfort Zion and the voice of 
thanksgiving heard (Isa. 51:3). 


Amos, exhorting Israel to re- 
pent, says: “Offer a sacrifice of 
thanksgiving” (Amos 4:5). 


Anna, a prophetess of great 
age, seeing Simeon holding Jesus 
in his arms and hearing Simeon 
speak words of wisdom, “gave 
thanks” (Luke 2:38). 


The apostles, who suffered per- 
secution, gave thanks that they 
were “counted worthy to suffer 
shame for Jesus’ name” (Acts 5: 
41). 


The angels at God’s throne, wor-

For Jesus, Paul was in peril of 
his life in Damascus, coldly sus- 
pected by his fellow believers in 
Jerusalem, persecuted in Antioch, 
stoned in Lystra, assaulted in 
Iconium, beaten with many stripes 
and put in jail at Philippi, at- 
tacked by a lewd and envious 
crowd in Thessalonica, pursued by 
jealous enmity in Berea, despised 
in Athens, blasphemed in Corinth, 
exposed to the fierce wrath of 
the Ephesians, bound with chains 
in Jerusalem, and imprisoned in 
Rome, Paul was in prison without 
his freedom, in winter without his 
coat, in court without friends, in 
poverty without aid. BUT in none 
of these was he without his hymn 
of thanksgiving. 

Jesus, Son of man without sin, 
Son of God with power, gave 
thanks. Jesus gave thanks for 
FOOD. “And when he had taken 
the five loaves and the two fishes, 
he looked up to heaven, and gave 
thanks” (Mark 6:41). Are you, 
like Jesus, grateful for food? 

Jesus was. thankful for PER- 
SONAL GIFTS. When Mary, with 
uncalculating love, broke the cost- 
ly box of costly nard and anointed 
his head and feet, he defended her 
against her critics and immortal- 
ized her deed (John 12:7). 

Jesus was thankful for 
FRIENDS. “Henceforth I call you 
not servants: . but friends” 
(John 15:15). 

Jesus was thankful for helpful 
service. When seated on the 
throne under a new relationship, 
He will recall kindness done to 
Him by. His people. ‘Then shall the 
King say unto them on his right 
hand, Come, ye blessed of my fa- 


ther: ... for I was an hungred, 
and ye gave me meat: ... thirsty, 
and ye gave me drink: .... naked, 
and ye clothed me: . .. sick, and 
ye visited me” (Matthew 25:34- 
36). 

Jesus was. grateful for RE- 


VEALED TRUTH. “T thank thee, 
© Father, . . . because thou hast 
hid these things from the wise and 
. . . hast revealed them unto 
babes” (Matthew 11:25). 

Jesus was thankful for AN- 
SWERED PRAYER. “And Jesus 
lifted up his eyes, and said, Fa- 
ther, I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me” (John 11:41). 

Jesus was thankful for CAL- 
VARY SUFFERINGS. That night, 
with the shadow of the cross loom- 
ing darkly and immediately ahead, 
He “gave thanks.” With. a song 
on His lips He went to His agony 
in Gethsemane—and to the cross. 

But we should think, as to in- 
gratitude, of— 


V.—Insult 

What guilty forgetting is yours 
—if you forget the Christ! No 
gratitude, but only abuse, is 
shown in passing Christ by. In- 
grate am I, ingrate are you—if 
we fail to keep fresh the memory 
of mighty things Christ has done 
for us. 

To spurn the diamond of His sal- 
vation for the paste jewel of a 
Christ-rejecting life is folly and 
wickedness. Base ingratitude itis 
to forget the Emancipator whose 
power took off your shackles and 
opened your prison bars—to forget 
the Redeemer when His redemp- 
tion has altered your night into 
confident morning! There never 
was ingratitude so _ insultingly 


Jesus “endured the cross, despis- 
ing the shame thereof” (Heb. 12: 
2). Would you, insulting His lov- 
ing mercy, be listed with those 
who are “despisers of those that 
are good”? (II Tim. 3:3; Rom. 2: 
4-6.) 


Are you one who, by a will of 
obstinacy, treats His overtures of 
love and invitations of mercy with 
the insult of contempt?* Remem- 
ber: “He that despised Moses’ 
law died without mercy under two 
or three witnesses: of how much 
sorer punishment . . . shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trod- 
den under foot the Son of God, 
and hath counted the blood of the 
covenant . .. an unholy thing, 
and hath done despite unto the 
Spirit of grace?” (Heb. 10:28, 29). 


Oh! Use not despitefully the 
Christ who offers you costly sal- 
vation running in the channel of 
His precious blood. Be not you 
among the scorners who delight 


fools who hate knowledge. Wound 
not again the hand wounded for 
you—holding forth the Bread of 
life. 


“History knows no _ disaster,” 
said the Literary Digest, Septem- 
ber 15, 1923, “which parallels the 
earthquake and fire that visited 
Japan this month and laid waste 
the capital city and the chief sea- 
port.” 


The New York Tribune called 
this earthquake “undoubtedly the 
greatest. disaster in recorded 
time.” The New York Times de- 
scribed the havoc as_ covering 
about 45,000 square miles which 
contained five big cities and a pop- 
ulation of 7,000,000. Other dis- 
patches reported that virtually ev- 
ery building in Yokohama was de- 
stroyed. Perhaps three-fourths of 
Tokyo was. burned and the entire 
city with its 5,000,000 inhabitants 
was Shattered by the earthquake. 

A joint survey made by Herbert 
Hoover and the Red Cross esti- 
mated the dead at almost 300,000, 
with 2,500,000 people homeless. 
Disease and despair rode through- 
out the island empire. Then help 
came! Help from America for 
helpless Japan! Food, clothing, 
medical supplies, and volunteer 
workers came by the ship load. 
The American Red Cross collected 
ten million dollars from the people 
of the United States for the suf- 
fering and homeless Nipponese. 

Those who lived through the 
awful earth tremors, the gigantic 
waves, and the tongues of fire 
must perish, it seemed, from star- 
vation or disease. But they didn’t. 
Why? Because America remem- 
bered—remembered their need, 
their suffering, their hunger. 

The Nipponese were grateful. 
They even put their appreciation 
in writing. Walter Kiernan, cor- 
respondent for the International 
News Service, recalls their words: 
“Japan will never forget!” 

But Japan did forget! American 
ships of mercy were forgotten, ang 
the Rising Sun sent planes of de- 
struction in return. On December 
7, 1941, Japanese _ airplanes 
brought death and destruction to 
Pearl Harbor—and the Rising Sun 
proclaimed that America, brought 
to her knees, would beg for mercy. 

But are the Japanese the only 
ones who overlook past mercies? 
Long ago the Lord said of Israel, 
“My people have forgotten me 
days without number” (Jer. 2:32). 
God blessed them, but they forgot 
God! 

Are you guilty of forgetting 
Christ? Just what is your atti- 
tude toward the God who “so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life’? (John 
3:16.) 

The Son of God may be forgot- 
ten—the Gift of God rejected—but 
only at the awful penalty of los- 
ing your soul. “For what. shall 
it profit a man, if he shall gain 
the whole world, and lose his own 
soul?” (Mark 8:36, 37). God sent 
His Son to the cross to die for 
your sins. For you to reject God’s 
mercy can only mean judgment. 
“For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; 
but that the world through him 
might be saved. He that believeth 
on him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath. not be- 
lieved in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God’ (John 3:17, 
18).

on the Devil’s side. Sin still brings 
a curse on your body. 

In the Garden of Eden the Lord 
said to Adam and Eve, “For in 
the day that thou eatest thereof 
thou Shalt surely die’ (Gen. 2:17). 
So sin began there. They dis- 
obeyed God and death began there, 
death in the body—a curse on the 
body. They began to die, and they 
did die spiritually. 

Again, in Romans 6:23 the 
scripture says, “The wages of sin 
is death.” It is still that way for 
a Christian. In your case you are 
born again. You will not have 
eternal death. You are not going 
to the lake of fire. It is not Hell 
for the born-again Christian. But 
you had just as well face the fact 
that there is still death in the 
body for a Christian. 

I was much concerned about a 
message Dr. Bob Jones gave in 
Chicago, He told about a man 
called “New Bill,” but who used 
to be called “Old Bill So and So” 
until he was converted. He lived 
in Evansville, Indiana. After he 
was converted he always called 
himself: “New Bill,” and he gave 
wonderful testimonies and spoke 
for God. He spent his life after 
he was saved in winning souls. Dr. 
Bob Jones said that he went to 
see him on his deathbed. He still 
had just one eye. In a drunken 
fight he had an eye put out. After 
he was converted he still had only 
one eye. 

You can be saved, born again; 
but the result of sin goes on after 
you are saved. A man can be 
saved and yet his children may go 
to the Devil. You see, the re- 
sult of sin goes on, God’s laws 
are not changed just because you 
are saved and kept out of Hell.

Sin May Enslave the Will and 

Imagination of a Christian 

Not. only is there a curse on 
the body; there is also a curse on 
the mind because of sin. A Chris- 
tian can become enslaved in sin 
as if he were not saved. You may 

' say, “Well, I didn’t think a Chris- 
tian would ever curse.” Peter did. 
You may say, “I don’t think a 
Christian should ever lie.” He 
should not, but Peter did. He lied, 
cursed, swore, and denied the 
Saviour, 

You may say; “I don’t believe 
a Christian could get drunk.” 
Noah did. He was the only man of 
the whole human race who was 
good enough to escape the flood. 


But the first thing he did after 


he built an altar and had worship} 


was to plant a vineyard and grow 
some grapes and then make some 
wine and then get drunk. Now 
that was a terrible thing. Don’t 
you ever think sin cannot enslave 
you! 


This week a heartbreaking let- 
ter came from a sixteen-year-old 
girl, a Christian girl, who had 
fallen into sin. She wrote to tell 
me of her sin and her grief and 
shame and trouble. Sin enslaves! 

It is sometimes just as hard 
for a Christian to quit tobacco as 
for anybody else to quit. If you 
deal with sin, it will get tied on. 
It will get sewed to you, nailed 
to you, glued to you until you can- 
not get away from it, particular- 
ly if you trifle with it. You see, 
Sin still has a certain effect. You 
cannot sin and get by. 


Sin Takes Away the Chris- 
tian’s Peace and Joy 


Another thing sin does is to 
cause a Christian to lose his peace. 
Some of you young fellows may 
say, “I thought I was saved back 
yonder, but now I do not know 
whether I was or not. Because I 
am not sure, I suppose I was 
not.”’ The trouble is that you have 
not been living right. If you do 
not feel right, you have not been 
doing right. Peace of heart, peace 
of conscience, assurance of salva- 
tion is usually dependent on the 
way you live. 

In one of his epistles, Peter said 
that certain Christian people had 
forgotten that they were purged 
from their old sins, had lost as- 
surance of it. How many people 
there are who feel that they are 
lost after they have been saved, 
who lose their assurance, their 
joy! Sin does that. Oh, how sin 
kills Christian joy! 

There was a time when you 
were happy, when you enjoyed the 
Bible, but you do not any more. 
Sin has killed your Christian joy. 
There was a time when you en- 
joyed praying. Now you pray as 
a matter of duty, or perhaps even 
neglect it. Prayer is not easy. 
What is the matter? You have 
been in sin. You have neglected 
God, neglected the Bible. Sin has 
crept in. There is lukewarmness or 
something else that God hates. 
When you try to pray, vou have 
no assurance, no joy. God does 
not bless you in it. It is a terrible 
thing to lose’the peace of God, to 
lose the joy of the Lord. 

Christian young people give up 
some things, that is, Christians 
who are worthwhile. There is 
nothing to a Christian who does 
not give up anything for God. I 
would not think anything of a 
football halfback or tackle who 
did not give up something to be 
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a good football player. I did when 
I played college football. I would 


not think much of anybody who. 


set out to get an education but 
who did not expect it to cost some- 
thing in time, sweat, labor, study 
and self-denial. Things for which 
you do not give anything are not 
worth anything. And a Christian 
who sets out to live for God is 
going to have to give up some 
things. 

But it is a pitiful thing that 
you give up the outward pleasures 
of the world, yet do not have the 
joy of the Lord. Maybe you once 
went to picture shows. Once, per- 
haps, you thought there was no 
harm in dancing. If you are a 
good Christian you certainly gave 
up promiscuous necking and pet- 
ting. But is it true that a Chris- 
tian is going to have to go all his 
days without any real joy? Isn’t 
it sad for ‘a Christian to give up 
some of these worldly things that 
cannot satisfy anyhow, yet not 
have the joy of the Lord? It is 
a sad thing for a Christian not to 
be happy. 


Do you know why lots of lost 
people are never saved, do not 
want to be saved, do: not see any 
reason why they should be saved, 
are not attracted to it? Because 
your Christianity is not the at- 
tractive kind. It does not make 
you joyful, it does not make you 
happy. Why should anybody else 


rwant it? 


I do not believe in the kind of 
Christianity that cannot keep a 
song in your heart, a lilt in your 
voice, and glory in your face 
which will make others say, ‘“That 
girl surely is happy,” and, ‘That 
boy surely is happy; he seems 
to get along so well.”” A Christian 
ought to have that joy, and you 
cannot have it when you cut the 
corners. You cannot do it when 
you sell out, even in what you 
may think is a little sin. You may 
say, “Everybody does it.” You may 


say, “Well, I don’t think it is so 
bad.” You may say, “So and So 
said there was not any harm in 


t.’ But a Christian who goes on 
in sin will lose his joy and peace. 


Sin Shuts Out the Voice and 

Guidance of the Holy Spirit 

Another thing, sin will cause a 
Christian to lose the comfort, 
guidance, leadership, and the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit. You as a 
Christian have the Spirit of God 
living in your body. You will not 
lose Him. He will stay with you. 
He came in when you were con- 
verted and He is going to stay 
there and live in your body. But 
you may grieve Him so He will 
not talk to you. You may grieve 
Him so He will not make His 
presence felt and known. You may 
grieve Him so that He will not 
have fellowship with you day by 
day. You may grieve Him until 
He will not reveal His Word to 
you. 

I read the Bible and the blessed 
Spirit of God helps me understand 
it. I have written a few books, 
and sometimes people say to me, 
“Brother Rice, what do you méan 
in your book on Prayer, page so 
and so?”’ Or sometimes they say, 
“Brother Rice, in your book, The 
Home: Courtship, Marriage and 
Children, you talk about wives 
obeying their husbands. What 
about this? In this case what 
should I do?” Sometimes people 
like for the author to explain a 
book. 

The blessed thing is that the 
Bible Author, the Holy Spirit of 
God who had men write the Bible, 
who told men exactly what to 
say, who put the very words in 
their hearts and mouths as they 
wrote them down, ean best ex- 
plain to us the Bible. Isn’t it 
wonderful when the Holy Spirit 
who wrote a passage tells us just 
what He meant by it? You can 
have the help of the Spirit in un- 
derstanding the Bible. 

To some of you the Bible is not 
a living Book. It is dead. Some 
of you read your chapter, or just 
a few verses, aS a matter of re- 
ligion, or as a matter of duty. 
You do not delight in the Bible. 
It is not sweet to you. You do 
not hunger .for it as you do for 
food. You do not want it as you 
do the company and fellowship of 
good friends. You ought to. The 
Bible is ‘sweeter than honey and 
the honeycomb,’ says Psalm 19: 
10. “Seven times a day do I praise 
thee because of thy righteous 
judgments,” says the psalmist (Ps. 
119 :164). “Thy law is my delight,” 
he said again (Ps. 119:174). A 
Christian ought to enjoy the Bible. 


But you cannot unless the Holy 
Spirit helps you. Well, why doesn’t 


He? Because you have grieved 


Him by your sin. 


How many of you are saying to- 
day, “I wish I knew what to do, 
what course to take. I wish I 
knew what job to take this sum- 
mer. I wish I knew what my 
life’s work is to be. Shall I be 
a preacher? A. doctor? A mis- 
sionary? What shall it be? What 
shall I do?” 


A thousand times you will need 
to know what to do. There will 
be a thousand times when you will 
need help that men cannot give. 
If you go on with unconfessed sin, 
unlamented sin, the Holy Spirit 
is not going to show you what to 
do. The Holy Spirit will not guide 
you. He will not make it quite 
clear to you if you ignore Him 
and grieve Him by your sins. You 
see, sin makes it so the sweet 
Holy Spirit who lives in our bodies 
and who is always with us can- 
not do for us the blessed minis- 
tries that He should like to do. 


Sin, Willingly Continued in, 
Will Keep the Christian 
From Winning Souls 


“The Spirit of the Lord caught 
away Philip.” The Lord said, ‘Go 
yonder to a certain road that leads 
from Jerusalem to Gaza. Be there 
at a certain time.’ He was there. 
There came along a chariot with 
the Ethiopian eunuch riding in it. 
They met at just the right time. 
“Then the Spirit said unto Philip, 


Go near, and join thyself to this 
chariot.” Then the Holy Spirit 
helped Philip win the man. 


But if you willingly continue in 
sin, then the Spirit cannot use 
you to win souls. Every Christian 
ought to win souls. You cannot 
win souls, of course, without the 
Spirit of God. You cannot win 
souls by human strength. 

Sometimes people say, “If I 
could get a good education. I 
would be a good preacher.” Not 
necessarily so. I know many edu- 
cated preachers who never get 
anybody saved. They are dull to 
hear. The other day my daughter 
Grace brought me a book by that 
famous’ preacher in England, 
wrchbishop Temple. She read over 
some of the messages—only about 
a page and a half of so-called ser- 
mons. She said, “I don’t see how 
anybodv would sit and listen to 
those. They are dull. They do not 
bless. They do not help anybody.”’ 

I said, “I suppose that is the 
reason they 
were not fit to make any longer. 
They did not help anybody. No- 
body was blessed by them.” I 
know lots of educated preachers 
who cannot help anybody. 


Listen, if you win souls you 
have to have that miracle, the 
work of the Spirit of God, the 


breath of God to make your words 
what they ought to be, to let you 
have the key to people’s hearts, 
to show you how to help.men. You 
eannot have the power of the 
Holy Spirit if you go on in known 
sin, if you go on in sin unlament- 
ed, unconfessed and unforsaken. 

Do you see then, how terrible it 
is for a Christian to go into sin 
and lose the power of the Spirit 
of God? So many do! 


Sin, Unconfessed, Unforsaken. 
Blocks the Christian’s 
Prayers 


What else does sin do for a 
Christian? It keeps our pravers 
from being answered. The Scrip- 
ture says, “And whatsoever we 
ask, we receive of him, because 
we keen his commandments, and 
do those things that are pleasing 
in his sight” (I John 3:22). Many 
times you cannot pray with anv 
confidence. What is wrong with 
your prayer life? Primarily it is 
a bad conscience. It is that you 
feel so unworthy when you ¢et 
down to pray. You do not feel any 
boldness in prayer. If you waited 
on God, cleaned house, turned 
your back on sin, made things 
right with people and with God, 
then you could say, “O God, there 
is nothing between my soul and 
the Saviour, haught of this world’s 
delusive dream.” If you could savy, 
“T know I am doing what He 
wants me to do; I would die for 
Him, would cut off every friend 
who is in the way; cut off mv love 
for pleasure or anything else i” 
the world; I would turn my back 
on it. God knows I want just to 
please Him alone’’—then how bold 
you could be in prayer! But when 
vou have a troubled conscience, 
isn’t it bad? 


are so short. They 


If you will listen, then the Spirit 
of God will tell you what is wrong. 
That is the reason Jesus said “in 
Matthew- 5:23, 24, “Therefore if 
thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath aught against thee; 
Leave there thy gift at the altar, 
and go thy way; first be recon- 
ciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift.” 

When you go to pray, the Spirit 
of God will remind you where you 
have failed God. If God is accus- 
ing you, if the Spirit of God is 
pointing His finger in your face 
and saying, “You do not mean 
business, you have not done right, 
you are not serving God with all 
your heart, you have things you 
ought to give up, you have neg- 
lected your duty,” then you do 
not have any boldness in praying, 
and you do not get your prayers 
answered. 

That is the reason the Saviour 
says in John 15:7, “If ye abide 
in me /live in me, are wrapped up 
in Me, absorbed in Me|!, and my 
words abide in you (‘if you keep 
My commandments], ye shall ask 
what ye will and it shall be done 
unto you.” Christians cannot get 
their prayers answered and go on 
in sin, Christians cannot get their 
prayers answered and go on ignor- 
ing God. I will tell you what is 
the matter. It is not that it Is so 
hard to pray. It is hard for people 
to mean business and give them- 
selves over to it. I say, sin will 
block your prayers so God cannot 
hear you. 

How many times the Bible says 
that! Isn’t that what it. says in 
Isaiah 59:1, 2: “Behold, the Lord's

at it with the eye of faith, said, 
“God did send me.” 

We can all remember, I think, 
similar instances in our own lives 
when God has made the wrath of 
man to praise Him, and has caused 
even the hardest trials to work 
together for our greatest good. 
I recollect once in my own life 
when a trial was brought upon 
me by another person, at which 
I was filled with bitter rebellion 
and could not see in it from 
beginning to end anything to be 
thankful for. But, as it was in the 
case of Joseph, that very trial 
worked out for me the richest 
blessings and the greatest tri- 
umphs of my whole life; and in 
the end I was filled with thanks- 
giving for the very things that 
had caused me such bitter rebel- 
lion before. If only I had faith 
enough to give thanks at first, 
how much sorrow would have been 
spared me. 


Discourtesy And Faultfinding 
Against God 

But I am afraid that the great- 
est heights to which most Chris- 
tians in their’ shortsightedness 
seem able to rise is to strive after 
resignation to things they can- 
not alter, and to seek for patience 
to endure them. And the result 
is that thanksgiving is almost an 
unknown exercise among the chil- 
dren of God; and, instead of giv- 
ing thanks in everything, many 
of them hardly give thanks in 
anything. 

If the truth -were told, Chris- 
tians as a body must be acknowl- 
edged to be but a thankless set. 
It is considered in the world a 
very discourteous thing for one 
man to receive benefits from an- 
other man and fail to thank him, 
and I, cannot see why it is not 
just as discourteous a thing not 
to thank God. And yet we find 
people who would not for the world 
omit an immediate note -of thanks 
upon the reception of any gift, 
however trifling, from a human 
friend, but who have never given 
God real thanks for any one of 
the innumerable benefits He has 
been showering upon them all 
their long lives. 

Moreover, I am afraid a great 
many not only fail to give thanks, 
but they do exactly the opposite, 
and allow themselves instead to 
complain and murmur about God’s 
dealings with them. Instead of 


Thanksgiving Versus Complaining 


looking out for His goodness, they 
seem to delight in picking out His 
shortcomings, and think they show 
a spirit of discernment in criti- 
cizing His laws and His ways. 
We are told that “when the peo- 
ple complained, it displeased the 
Lord”; but we are tempted to 
think ‘that our special complain- 
ing, because it is spiritual com- 
plaining, cannot displease Him 
since it is a pious sort of com- 
plaining, and is a sign of greater 
zeal on our part, and of deeper 
spiritual insight than is possessed 
by the ordinary Christian. 


Thanksgiving Is Praise Due 
God About Everything 

But complaining is always alike, 
whether it is on the temporal. or 
the spiritual plane. It always has 
in it the element of faultfinding. 
Webster says to complain means 
to make a charge or an accusa- 
tion. It is not merely disliking 
the thing we have to bear, but 
it contains the element of finding 
fault with the agency that lies 
behind it. And if we will carefully 
examine the true inwardness of 
our complainings, I think we shall 
generally find they are founded 
on a subtle faultfinding with God. 
We secretly feel as if He were 
to blame somehow; and, almost 
unconsciously to ourselves, we 
make mental charges against Him. 
On the other hand, thanksgiving 
always involves praise of the 
giver. Have you ever noticed how 
much we are urged in the Bible 
to “praise the Lord’? It seemed 
to be almost the principal part 
of the worship of the Israelites. 
“Praise ye the Lord, for the Lord 
is good: sing praises to his name, 
for it is pleasant.” This is the 
continual refrain of everything 
all through the Bible. I believe, 
if we should count up, we would 
find that there are more com- 
mands given and more examples 
set for the giving of thanks “al- 
ways for all things” than for the 
doing or the leaving undone of 
anything else. 

It is very evident from the 
whole teaching of Scripture that 
the Lord loves to be thanked and 
praised just as much as we like 
it. I am sure that it gives Him 
real .downright pleasure, just as 
it does us; and that our failure 
to thank Him for His “good and 
perfect gifts’ wounds His loving 
heart, just as our hearts are

hand is not shortened that it can- 
not save; neither is his ear heavy, 
that it cannot hear: But your ini- 
quities have separated between 
you and your God.” What is there 
between you and God? Your sins! 
Why does not God answer your 
prayers? It is because of your 
sins. Why doesn’t God seem to 
hear? Your sins are to blame. 
That is what He says—“Your ini- 
quities have separated between 
you and your God, and your sins 
have hid his face from you, that 
he will not hear.” 


Christian’s Sins Block Re- 
vival, Limit God 

What does sin in the Christian 
do? It makes it so God cannot 
show His power, Our loved ones 
go to Hell. The Lord’s blessing 
fades away, the assurance fades 
away, there is not any revival and 
so souls go to Hell. Many a Chris- 
tian has blood on his hands. Per- 
haps somebody is in Hell now who 
would have been saved had you 
lived so your prayers could have 
been answered, had you lived so 
that God could have sent a revival, 
had you lived so the Spirit of God 
could have come in power. You 
see, God is limited by the lives 
of Christians. You continue in sin 
—known sin, sin with an alibi, sin 
unconfessed, sin unlamented—and 
it brings the curse of God, turns 
away His power, stops revival, 
keeps you from having your pray- 
ers answered, keeps you from hav- 
ing the Spirit of God to guide you, 
keeps you from having His power 
in soul winning. Souls go to Hell 
because we are not right in our 
lives. How much sin does! 


one day I was studying the 
matter of prayer for revival, and 
Was reading where Nehemiah 
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said: “O Lord God of heaven, the 
great and terrible God...” (Neh. 
1:5). Then I turned to the ninth 
chapter of Daniel and read where 
Daniel said, “O Lord, the great 
and dreadful God ... .” Do you 
realize that God is terrible? Do 
you realize that God is dreadful? 
Remember that the Bible says, “It 
is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God” (Heb. 
10:31). Are you afraid of God? 


I am sorry that we do not have 
more preaching on sin. We do not 
have much punishment for sin. In 
a Christian-academy like this ev- 
erybody gripes. Everybody raises 
Cain if there are strict rules. And 
if people are expected to act like 
Christians, you fuss about that. 
These days we do not have much 
sharp Bible teaching and preach- 
ing on sin. But we should have. 
God is a dreadful God because He 
is going to punish sin. 

God punished sin when it was 
in David. God punished sin when 
it was in Lot. God punished sin 
when it was in Peter. God pun- 
ishes sin if it is in preachers and 
missionaries. You cannot get by 
with sin! 

So I will tell you what a Chris- 
tian ought to do. Why don’t you 
search your heart and say, “O 
God, show me my sin. Help me 
to tremble about my sin. Help 
me to acknowledge it and con- 
fess it and forsake it.” Then God 
can send the revival blessing that 
you want. Will you pray about 
that? 

PRAYER: Our Heavenly Fa- 
ther, turn our hearts to Thee. We 
pray that as we go from this place 
we will have deep concern about 
the way we have failed Thee, 
about our lukewarmness, our care- 
lessness, our frivolous ways with- 
out any serious, earnest intent 
about our Christian lives. Give us 
a heart to please Thee and serve 
Thee aright. We pray in Jesus’ 
name. Amen. 


wounded when our loved ones fail 
to appreciate the benefits we have 
so enjoyed bestowing upon them. 
What a joy it is to us to receive 
from our friends an acknowledg- 
ment of their thanksgiving for our 
gifts, and is it not likely that it 
is a joy to the Lord also? 

When the apostle is exhorting 
the Ephesian Christians to be 
“followers of God as dear chil- 
dren,” one of the exhortations he 
gives: in connection with being 
filled with the Spirit is this: ‘“Giv- 
ing thanks always for all things 
unto God and the Father, in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
“Always for all things” is a very 
sweeping expression, and it is im- 
possible to suppose it can be whit- 
tled down to mean only the few 
and scanty thanks, which seem 
all that many Christians manage 
to give. It must mean, I am sure, 
that there can be nothing in our 
lives which has not in it some- 
where a cause for thanksgiving, 
and that, no matter who or what 
may be the channel to convey 
it, everything contains for us a 
hidden blessing from God. 

The apostle tells us that “every 
creature of God is good, and noth- 
ing to be refused, if it be received 
with thanksgiving.” But it is very 
hard for us to believe things are 
good when they do not look So. 
Often the things God sends into 
our lives look like curses instead 
of blessings; and those who have 
no eyes that can see below sur- 
faces judge by the outward seem- 
ings only and never see the bless- 
ed realities beneath. 

How many “good and perfect 
gifts’ we must have had during 
our lives, which we have looked 
upon only as curses, and for which 
we have never returned = one 
thought of thanks! And for how 
many gifts also, which we have 
even acknowledged to be good, 
have we thanked ourselves, or our 
friends, or our. circumstances, 
without once looking behind the 
earthly givers to thank the 
heavenly Giver from whom in 
reality they all come! It is as if 
we should thank the messengers 
who bring us our friends’ gifts, 
but should never send any word 
of thanks to our friends them- 
selves. 


All Complaining Is Against 
God 


But, even when we realize that 
things come directly from God, 
we find it very hard to give 
thanks for what hurts us. Do 
we not, however, all know what it 
is to thank a skillful physician 
for his treatment of our diseases, 
even though that treatment may 
have been very severe. And surely 
we should no less give thanks 
to our divine Physician, when He 
is obliged to give us bitter medi- 
cine to cure our spiritual dis- 
eases, or to perform a painful 
operation to rid us of something 
that harms. 

But instead of thanking Him 
we complain against Him; al- 
though we generally direct our 
complaints, not against the divine 
Physician himself who has ordered 
our medicine, but against the 
“bottle” in which He has sent it. 
This “bottle” is usually some hu- 
man being. whose unkindness or 
carelessness, or neglect, or cruelty 
has caused our suffering; but who 
has been after all only the in- 
strumentality or “second cause” 
that God has used for our healing. 

Good common sense tells us that 
it would be folly to rail against 
the bottles in which the medicines, 
prescribed by our earthly physi- 
cians, come to us; and it is equal 
folly to rail against the “second 
causes” that are meant to teach 
us the lessons our souls need to 
learn. 

When the children of Israel 
found-themselves wandering in the 
wilderness, they “murmured 
against Moses and Aaron,” and 
complained that they had brought 
them forth into the wilderness 
to kill them with hunger, But in 
reality their complaining wasyg 
against God, for it was really He 
who had brought them there, and 
not Moses and Aaron, who were 
only the “second eauses.” And the 
psalmist in recounting the story 
afterward called this murmuring 
against Moses and Aaron a 
“speaking against God.” Divine 
history takes no account of second 
causes, but goes directly to the 


real cause behind them. 


We may settle it, therefore, 
that all complaining is at the 
bottom “speaking against God,” 


whether we are conscious of it 
or not. We may think, as the 
Israelites did, that our discom- 
forts and deprivations have ,come 
from human hands only, and may 
therefore feel at liberty to “mur- 
mur against” the second causes 
which have, we may . think, 
brought about our trials. But God 
is the great Cause behind all 
second causes. The second causes 
are only the-instrumentalities that 
He uses; and when we murmur 
against these, we are really mur- 
muring, not against the instru- 
mentalities, but against God Him- 
self. Second causes are powerless 
to act, except by God’s permis- 
sion; and what He permits be- 
comes really His arranging. 


The psalmist tells us that when 
the Lord heard the complainings 
of His people ‘‘He was wroth,” and 
His anger came up against them 
“because they believed not in God, 
and trusted not in his salvation.” 
And, at the bottom, all complain- 
ings mean just this, that we do 
not believe in God, and do not 
trust in His salvation. 


“The Sacrifice of Thanks- 

giving” 

The psalmist says: “I will praise 
the name of God with a song, and 
magnify him with thanksgiving. 
This also shall. please the Lord 
better than an ox or bullock that 
hath horns and hoofs.” A great 
many people seem quite ready 
and willing to offer up an “ox 
or a bullock,” or some _ great 
sacrifice to the Lord, but never 
seem to have realized that a little 
genuine praise and thanksgiving 
offered to Him now and then 
would “please him better’ than 
all their great sacrifices made in 
His cause. 


As I said before, the Bible is full 
of this thought from beginning 
to end. Over and over it is called 
a “sacrifice of thanksgiving,” 
showing that it is as really an act 


of religious worship, as is any 
other religious act. In fact, the 
“sacrifice of thanksgiving” was 


one of the regular sacrifices or- 
dained by God in the Book of 
Leviticus. “Oh that men would 
praise the Lord for His goodness, 
and for His wonderful works to 
the children of men! And let them 
sacrifice the sacrifices of thanks- 
giving, and declare His works with 
rejoicing.” By Him, therefore, let 
us offer the sacrifice of praise to 
God continually, that is, the fruit 
of our lips, giving thanks to His 
name, 


It is such an easy thing to 
offer the “sacrifice of thanks- 
giving,’ that one would suppose 
everybody would be keen to do 
it. But somehow. the contrary 
seems to be the case; and if 
the prayers of Christians were 
all to be noted down for any one 
single day, I fear it would be 


found that with them, as it was 
with the ten lepers who had been 
cleansed, nine out of every ten 
had offered no genuine thanks at 
all. Our Lord Himself was grieved 
at these ungrateful lepers, and 
said: “Were there not ten 
cleansed? But where are the nine? 
There are not found that returned 
to give glory to God, save this 
stranger.” 


Will He have to ask the same 
question regarding any of us? We 
have often, it may be, wondered 
at the ingratitude of those nine 
cleansed lepers; but what about 
our own ingratitude? Do we not 
continually pass by blessings in- 
numerable without notice, and in- 
stead fix our eyes on what we 
feel to be our trials and our losses, 
and think and talk about these, 
until our whole horizon is filled 
with them, and we almost begin 
to think we have no blessings 
at all? sear 


How Grieved Is God at Our 
Complaining! 

We can judge of how this must 
grieve the Lord by our own feel- 
ings. A child who complains about 
the provision the parent has made 
wounds that parent’s heart often 
beyond words. Some people are 
always complaining, nothing ever 
pleases them, and no_ kindness 
seems ever to be appreciated. We 
know how’ uncomfortable’ the 
society of such people makes us; 
and we know, on the contrary, 
how life is brightened by the pres- 
ence of one who never complains, 
but who finds something to be 
pleased with in all that comes. 
I believe far more misery than we 
imagine is caused in human hearts 
by the grumblings of those they 


love; and I believe also that 
woundings, we never dream of, 
are given to the heart of our 


Father in Heaven by the continual 
murmuring of His children. 

How often is it despairingly said 
of fretful, complaining spirits upon 
whom every care and attention 
has been lavished, “Will nothing 
ever satisfy them?” And how often 
must God turn away, grieved by 
our complainings, when His love 
has been lavished upon us in untold 
blessings. I have sometimes 
thought that if we could but re- 
alize this, we would check our 
inordinate grief over even the 
trials that come from the death 
of those we love, and would try, 
for His dear sake, to be cheerful 
and content even in our lonely 
and bereft condition. 

I remember hearing of a dear 
girl who was obliged to undergo 
a serious and very painful treat- 
ment for some disease, and the 
doctors had dreaded the thought 
of her groans and outcries. But 
to their amazement not even a 
moan escaped her lips, and all the

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four deacons in his small, young 
church came to him and presented 
an ultimatum. He refused to con- 
sider it. The following Sunday the 
three deacons were absent and 
have apparently quit the church. 

What was wrong? Had the pas- 
tor been found out in a matter of 
morals? Had he departed from 
the faith and started preaching 
the message of liberalism or even 
of the so-called “new evangelical- 
ism’? Was he lazy or negligent 
in matters of his ministry? Did 
his preaching show a lack of prep- 
aration? Had he failed to visit 
the sick, comfort the sorrowing, 
or look after the poor? Did his 
young people have something 
against him? 

No, nothing of that nature was 
true, the deacons readily admit- 
ted. His crime, it seems, was even 
more serious in their eyes than 
anything of that nature. Their 
charges were summed up in four 
main points: (1) They wanted him 
to stop giving an open, public in- 
vitation for sinners to confess 
faith in Christ as Saviour; (2) 
They wanted him to cease preach- 
ing evangelistic messages in the 
church and confine his pulpit min- 
istry to feeding the saints; (3) 
They did not believe that Chris- 
tians have a definite responsibility 
to witness to everyone and there- 
fore wanted him to stop preaching 
that they do; and, (4) They did 
not want to pray in prayer meet- 
ing unless they had a special bur- 
den. The latter point sounds very 
pious indeed except for one thing: 
what right has a man being a 
deacon without “a special burden” 
for the souls of men? 

But where did they get such 
fantastic, crazy ideas about the 
ministry and think they are suf- 
ficiently important to run a young 
preacher out of town if he fails 
to conform to them? By their own 
testimony, they arrived at these 
conclusions after reading Dr. 
Lewis Sperry Chafer’s _ book, 
TRUE EVANGELISM! For those 
who are keeping score, chalk up 
three more lives ruined (in this 
case you had better make it three 
more families) and their testi- 
monies shipwrecked because of the 
false philosophy taught in this 
book of false evangelism.

we do not like the supply that 
seems to be provided. Our ex- 
periences do not quench our thirst, 
our religious exercises seem dull 
and unsatisfying; we feel our- 
selves to be in a dry and thirsty 
land where no water is. We have 
turned from the ‘fountain of liv- 
ing waters,” and then we complain 
because the cisterns we have 
hewed out for ourselves hold no 
water. 


The Israelites complained about 
their food. They had so little con- 
fidence in God that they were 
afraid they would die of starva- 
tion and then when the heavenly 
manna was provided they com- 
plained again because’ they 
“loathed such light food.” And 
we also complain about our spir- 
itual food. Like the Israelites, 
we have so little confidence in 
God that we are always afraid 
we shall die of spiritual starva- 
tion. We complain because our 
preacher does not feed us, or 
because our religious privileges 
are very scanty, or because we 
are not supplied with the same 
Spiritual fare as others are, who 
seem to us more highly favored; 
and we covet their circumstances 
or their experiences. We have ask- 
ed God to feed us, and then our 
souls “loathe” the food He gives, 
and we think it is too “light” 
to sustain or strengthen us. We 
have asked for bread, and we 
complain that He has given a 
stone: 


Even Our Trials and Sorrows 
Are What Is Best for Us, 
God Knows 


But, if we only knew it, the 
provision our divine Master has 
made of spiritual drink and spir- 
itual food is just that which is 
best for us, and is that for which 
we would be the most thankful 
if we knew. The amazing thing 
is that we cannot believe now, 
without waiting for the end, that 
the Shepherd knows what pasture 
is best for His sheep. Surely if 
we did, our hearts would be filled 
with thanksgiving and our mouths 
with praise even in the wilderness. 


Jonah was a wonderful illus- 
tration of this. His prayer of 
thanksgiving out of the “belly 
of hell” is a tremendous lesson. 
“IT have cried by reason of mine af- 
fliction unto the Lord, and he heard 
me; out of the belly of hell cried 
I, and thou heardest my voice. 
For thou hadst cast me into the 
deep, in the midst of the sea: and 
the floods compassed me about; 
all thy billows and thy waves 
passed over me. ... But I will 
sacrifice unto thee with a voice 
of thanksgiving; I will pay that 
I have vowed. Salvation is of the 
Lord.” 

No depth of misery, not even 
the “belly of hell,” is too great 
for the sacrifice of thanksgiving. 
We cannot, it is true, give thanks 
for the misery, but we can give 
thanks to the Lord in the misery, 
just as Jonah did. No matter what 
our trouble, the Lord is in it 
somewhere; and, of course, being 
there, He is there to help and 
bless us. Therefore, when our 
“souls faint within us” because of 
our trouble, we have only to re- 
member this, and to thank Him 
for His presence and His love. 

It is not because things are 
good that we are to thank the 
Lord, but because He is good. 
We are not wise enough to judge 
as .to things, whether they are 
really, in their essence, joys or 
sorrows. But we always know that 
the Lord is good, and that His 
goodness makes it absolutely cer- 
tain that everything He provides 
or permits must be good; and 
must therefore be something for 
which we would be heartily thank- 
ful, if only we could see it with 
His eyes. 


Uncounted Blessings for a 
- Widow 


In a little tract called “Mrs. 
Pickett’s Missionary Box,” a poor 
woman, who had never done any- 
thing but complain all her life 
long, and who, consequently, had 
got to thinking that she had no 
benefits for which to give thanks, 
received a missionary box with 
the words written on it: ‘What 
shall I render unto the Lord for 
411 His benefits toward me?”

Remember “All His Benefits” 


There is a psalm which I call 
our Benefit Psalm. It is Psalm 
103, and it recounts some of the 
benefits the Lord has bestowed 
upon us, and urges us not to for- 
get them. “Bless the Lord, O 
my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits.” Our dear sister’s Benefit 
Box had taught her something of 
the meaning of this psalm. All 
her life she had been forgetting 
the benefits the Lord had bestow- 
ed upon her, but now she was 
beginning to remember them, 

Have we begun to remember 
ours? 

If during the past year we had 
kept count of those benefits for 
which we had actually given 
thanks, how many pennies, I won- 
der, would our boxes have con- 
tained? 

We sometimes sing at mission 
meetings a hymn of thanksgiving, 
“Count your many blessings, name 
them one by one, and it will sur- 
prise you what the Lord has 
done.”’ And sometimes I have won-

Singing it so heartily had ever 
kept the slightest record of our 
blessings, or even in fact knew 
that we had any. 


For the trouble is that very 
often God’s gifts come to us 
wrapped up in such rough cover- 
ings that we are tempted to re- 
ject them as worthless; or the 
messengers who bring them come 
in the guise of enemies, and we 
want to shut the door against 
them, and not give them entrance. 
But we lose far more than we 
know when we reject even the 
most unlikely. 


Evil is only the slave of good, 
And sorrow the servant of joy: 

And the soul is mad that refuses food 
From the meanest in God's employ. 


We are commanded to enter 
into. His gates with thanksgiving, 
and into-His courts with praise, 
and I am convinced that ~ the 
giving of thanks is the key that 
opens these gates more quickly 
than anything else. Try it, dear 
reader. The next time you feel 
dead, cold, and low-spirited begin 
to praise and thank the Lord. 
Enumerate to yourself the benefits 
He has bestowed upon you, thank 
Him heartily for each one, and see 
if your spirits do not begin to 
rise, and your heart get warmed 
up. 

Sometimes it may be that you 
feel too disheartened to pray; then 
try giving thanks instead; and, be- 
fore you know it, you will find 
yourself “glad’”’ in the multitude 
of His loving-kindnesses and His 
tender mercies. 


One of my friends told me that 
her little boy one night. flatly 
refused to say his prayers. He 
said there was not a single thing 
in all the world he wanted, and 
he did not see what was the good 
of asking for things .that he did 
not want. A hap#y thought came 
to his mother as she said, ‘Well, 
Charlie, suppose then we _ give 
thanks for all. tHe things you have 
got.” The idea pleased the child, 
and he very willingly knelt down 
and began to give thanks. He 
thanked God for his marbles, and 
for a new top that had just been 
given him, and for his strong 
legs that could run so fast, and 
that he was not blind like a little 
boy he knew, and for his kind 
father and mother, and for his 
nice bed, and for one after an- 
other of his blessings, until the 
list grew so long that at last he 
said he believed he would never 
get done. And when finally they 
rose from their knees, he said 
to his mother, with his face 
shining with happiness, ‘Oh, 
Mother, I never knew before how 
perfectly splendid God is!” 


And I believe, if we sometimes 
followed the example of this little 
boy, we too would find out, as 
never before, the goodness of our 
God. 


It is very striking to notice 
how much thanksgiving had to do 
with the building of the Temple. 
When they had collected the treas- 
ures for the Temple, David gave 
thanks to the Lord for enabling 
them to do it. When the Temple 
was finished, they gave thanks 
again. And then a_ wonderful 
thing happened, for it came to 
pass as the trumpeters and sing- 
ers were aS one to make one 
sound to be heard in praising 
and thanking the Lord .. . that 
then the house was filled with 
a cloud, even the house of the 
Lord, so that the priests could 
not stand to minister by reason 
of the cloud; for the glory of 
the Lord had filled the house of 
God. When the people praised and 
gave thanks, then the house was 
filled with the glory of the Lord. 
And we may be sure that the 
reason our hearts are not oftener 
filled with the ‘glory of the Lord” 
is because we do not often enough 
make our voices to be heard in 
praising and thanking Him. 


If the giving of thanks is the 
way to open the gates of the 
Lord, complaining on the other 
hand closes these gates. Jude 
quotes a prophecy of Enoch’s con- 
cerning murmurers: “The Lord 
cometh,” he says, “to execute 
judgment upon all, and to con- 
vince all that are ungodly among 
them ... of all their hard speeches 
which ungodly sinners have spoken 
against him. These are murmur- 
ers, complainers, walking after 
their own lusts.” 

People who are “murmurers” 


and “complainers” make in their 


es’ against the Lord than they 
would like to own, or than they 
will care at the last day to face. 
And it is not to be wondered 
that the judgment of God, instead 
of the “glory of God,” is the result. 


Read the Thanksgiving 
Psalms 


I wish I had room to quote all 
the passages in the Bible about 
giving thanks and praises to the 
Lord. It is safe to say that there 
are hundreds *and hundreds of 
them; and it is an amazing thing 
how they can have been so per- 
sistently ignored. I beg of you to 
read the last seven psalms, and 
see what you think. They are 
simply full to overflowing with 
a list of the things for which the 
psalmist calls upon us to give 
thanks; all of them are things 
relating to the character and the 
ways.of God, which we dare not 
dispute. They are not for the most 
part private blessings of our own, 
but are the common blessings that 
belong to all humanity, and that 
contain within themselves every 
blessing we can possibly need. But 
they are blessings which we con- 
tinually forget, because we take 
them for granted, hardly noticing 
their existence, and never give 
thanks for them. 

But the psalmist knew how to 
count his many blessings and 
name them one by one, and he 
would have us to do likewise. 
Try it, dear reader, and you will 
indeed be surprised to see what 
the Lord has done. Go over these 
psalms verse by verse, and bless- 
ing by blessing, and see if, like the 
little boy of our story, you are not 
made to confess that you never 
knew before “how perfectly splen- 
did God is.” 

The last verse of the Book of 
Psalms, taken in connection with 
the vision of John in the Book of 
Revelation, is very significant. The 
psalmist says, “Let everything 
that hath breath praise the Lord.” 
And in the Book of Revelation, 
John, who declares himself to be 
our brother and our companion 
in tribulation, tells us that he 
heard this being done. “And every 
creature which is in heaven, and 
on the earth, and under the earth, 
and such as are in the sea, and 
all that are in them, heard I Say- 
ing, Blessing, and honour, and 
glory, and power, be unto him 
that sitteth upon the throne, and 
unto the Lamb, forever and ever.” 

The time for universal praise 
is sure to come some day. Let us 
begin to do our, part now. 

I heard once of a discontented, 
complaining man who, to the great 
surprise of his friends, became 
bright, and happy, and full of 
thanksgiving. After watching him 
for a little while, and being con- 
vinced that the charige was per- 
manent, they asked what had hap- 
pened. “Oh,” he replied, “I have 
changed my residence. I used to 
live in Grumbling Lane, but now 
I have moved into Thanksgiving 
Square, and I find that I am so 
rich in blessings that I am always 
happy.” ;
